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BY-LAWS 


Be it enacted by the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters, as by-laws thereof 
as follows:- 


ARTICLE I 


Object and Office 


1. The object or purpose of the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters shall be, 

a) erganize those holding certificates of Proficiency in Amateur 
Radic for the good of Amateur Radio. 

(>) provide a voice for Amateur Radio, in this District, in matters 
calling for united action. 

(c) foster the spirit of Amateur Radio. 

(a) assist the new amateur radio operator. 

(e) Co-operate with other radio clubs and National Amateur Radio 
Crganizations for the good and welfare of Amateur Radio. 

(£) hold meetings for the discussion of Amateur Radio problems, 
technical advances, etc. 


am ARTICLE II 


Membership 


1. nly persons possessing a duly authorized Amateur Radio Certificate of Canada, 
may be admitted to full membership in the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters. 


2. Persons possessing certificates of Proficiency in Radio other than Amateur? 
Radio Servicemen, those engaged in allied fields and prospective or inactive 
Amateurs may be admitted to associate membership without voting privileges in 
the C.L.W.2. . . 


3. Every member of the Canadian Lakehead Wireless Experimenters who ceases to have 
_--=-==vthe. qualifications for full or associate membership in the C.L.W.E, shall forth- 
with withdraw from the C.L.W.E., and if he fails to do sn, he may be expelled in 
the manner provided. 
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Article IV (Cont'd) 


3. Members of all committees, with the exception of the Technical Advisory 
committee, shall be appointed by the chairman of the various committees 
from the general assembly of full members in good standing. 


4. The Technical Advisory committee shall be appointed as provided under 
provisions of Article VIII. 


ARTICLE VIII 


Technical Advisory Committee 


1. The members of the Technical Advisory committee shall be the Charter members 
of the C.L.W.E. in good standing. 


2. The chairman shall be appointed from the members of the said committee by the 
president of the C.L.W.E. 


3. It shall be the duties of the Technical Advisory Committee to assist new 
amateur radio operators to get started; to provide technical:advico and 
eassistancs for all members; to acquaint members of the C.L.W.E. with new 
advances in radio and prticularly advances applying to Amateur Radio. 


ARTICLE Ix 


Amateur Activities Committee 


1. It shall be the duties of the Anateur Activities committee to keep up 
to date on local and national Amateur activities; To acquaint the public 
with activities of Amateur Radio; To provide publicity regarding activities 
of the C.L.W.B.; To co-operate with othér radio clubs and national organizations. 


ARTICLE X 


Monitoring Committee 


1, Iéshall be. the duty of the Monitoring committee to regularly check amateur — 


bands for illegal operation; to watch for any amateur or person operating in 
@ manner likely to injure the cause of amateur radio; to provide frequency 
checking facilities for members. 
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
